To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield  in  the  County  of 
Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Griffin  Memorial  School  in 
said  Litchfield  on  Tuesday,  the  4th  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  vote,  by  ballot,  on  the  following  questions: 

Do  you  approve  of  having  two  sessions  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
in  this  town,  the  first  session  for  choice  of  town  officers  elected  by  an 
official  ballot  and  other  action  required  to  be  inserted  on  said  official 
ballot  and  the  second  session,  on  a  date  set  by  the  selectmen,  for 
transaction  of  other  business? 

Shall  the  provision  for  absentee  ballot  for  the  election  of  town 
officers  be  adopted  by  this  town  as  per  RSA  60? 

Shall  the  provisions  authorizing  the  Town  Clerk  to  register  quaUfied 
voters  during  his/her  regular  office  hours  be  adopted  by  this  town  as  per 
RSA  55 :9-C.  By  Petition. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  for  wetlands: 

1.  To  control  development  and  land  uses  on  naturally  occurring 
wetlands  which  would  contribute  to  pollution  of  surface  and  ground  water 
by  sewage. 

2 .  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural  wetlands  which  provide  flood 
protection,  recharge  of  ground  water  supply,  and  augmentation  of  stream 
flow  during  dry  periods. 

3.  To  prevent  unnecessary  or  excessive  expenses  to  the  town  to 
provide  and  maintain  essential  services  and  utilities  which  arise  because  of 
inharmonious  use  of  wetlands. 

WETLAND  DISTRICT 
A.  GENERAL 

The  Wetland  District  is  hereby  determined  to  be  those  areas  identified 
and  delineated  as  poorly  drained  or  very  poorjy  drained  soils  and  as  bodies 
of  water  by  the  National  Co-Operative  Soil  Survey  through  field  mapping 
surveys  completed  in  1971  and  shown  on  its  field  mapping  photographic 
sheets  for  the  Town  of  Litchfield,  New  Hampshire.  The  Wetland  District  as 
herein  defined  is  shown  on  a  map  or  maps  designated  as  the  Town  of 
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Litchfield  Wetland  District  Map.  This  map  is  to  be  used  as  a  guide  only. 
The  final  determination  of  wetland  areas  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  each 
individual  owner  or  developer  and  shall  be  so  submitted  to  the  Board  for 
their  review  at  the  required  time.  For  a  detailed  explanation  of  land  uses 
reference  Town  of  Litchfield,  Hillsborough  County,  New  Hampshire,  Soil 
Survey  dated  February  1972,  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  the 
Planning  Board. 

The  Wetland  District  shall  be  considered  as  overlaying  any  other 
Districts  established  by  this  Ordinance.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  portions 
of  the  Districts  so  overlayed  shall  only  be  permitted  subject  to  all 
provisions  of  this  Article. 

In  the  event  an  area  is  incorrectly  designated  as  being  poorly  drained 
or  very  poorly  drained  soils  on  the  Town  of  Litchfield  Wetland  District 
Map  and  evidence  of  that  effect  is  satisfactorily  presented  to  the  Town 
Building  Inspector,  the  restrictions  contained  in  this  Section  shall  not 
apply.  Such  evidence  may  be  obtained  by  adequate  on-site  soils 
investigation  and  analysis  conducted  by  a  soils  scientist  qualified  in  field 
analysis. 

B.  PURPOSE 

In  the  interest  of  pubHc  health,  convenience,  safety  and  welfare,  the 
regulations  of  this  District  are  intended  to  guide  the  use  of  areas  of  land 
with  extended  periods  of  high  water  tables: 

1.  To  control  development  and  land  uses  on  naturally  occurring 
wetlands  which  would  contribute  to  pollution  of  surface  and  ground  water 
by  sewage. 

2.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural  wetlands  which  provide  flood 
protection,  recharge  of  ground  water  supply,  and  augmentation  of  stream 
flow  during  dry  periods. 

3.  To  prevent  unnecessary  or  excessive  expenses  to  the  Town  to 
provide  and  maintain  essential  services  and  utilities  which  arise  because  of 
inharmonious  use  of  wetlands. 

4.  To  encourage  those  uses  that  can  be  appropriately  and  safely 
located  in  wetland  areas. 

C.  USE  REGULATIONS 

1.  Permitted  Uses  -  any  of  the  following  uses  that  do  not  alter  the 
surface  configuration  by  the  addition  of  fill  and  that  are  otherwise 
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permitted  by  the  zoning  ordinance : 

a.  Forestry  -  tree  farming; 

b.  Agriculture; 

c.  Water  impoundments  and  well  supplies; 

d.  Drainage  ways  -  streams,  creeks,  or  other  paths  of  normal  runoff 
water; 

e.  Wildlife  refuge; 

f.  Parks  and  such  recreation  uses  as  are  consistent  with  the  purpose 
and  intentions  of  Section  B; 

g.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails; 

h.  Open  space  as  permitted  by  subdivision  regulations  and  other 
sections  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Special  Provisions 

a.  No  septic  tank  or  leech  field  may  be  located  closer  than  seventy-five 
(75)  feet  to  any  wetland. 

b.  Wetland  areas  excluding  bodies  of  water  may  be  used  to  satisfy 
minimum  lot  area  and  setback  requirements  may  be  used  when  applying  a 
residential  density  factor  provided  that  portion  which  is  wetland  does  not 
exceed  twenty-five  (25)  percent  of  either  the  minimum  required  lot  area 
or  the  gross  tract  area  to  which  a  residential  density  factor  is  being  applied, 
and  provided  that  the  remaining  lot  area  or  gross  tract  area  is  sufficient  in 
size  and  configuration  to  adequately  accommodate  all  required  utilities 
such  as  sewage  disposal  and  water  supply;  for  on-site  septic  tank  and  leech 
fields  this  shall  include  both  a  primary  and  a  secondary  leech  field 
location. 

D.  SPECIAL  EXCEPTIONS 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  after  proper  public  notice  and 
public  hearing,  may  grant  special  exception  for  the  following  uses  within 
the  Wetland  District,  the  application  for  such  uses  having  been  referred  by 
the  Board  to  the  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  the 
Health  Officer  and  reported  upon  by  all  three  prior  to  the  public  hearing 
or  thirty  days  having  elapsed  following  such  referral  without  receipt  of 
such  reports. 

1.  Streets,  roads,  and  other  access  ways  and  utility  right-of-way 
easements  including  power  lines  and  pipe  Unes  if  essential  to  the 
productive  use  of  land  not  so  zoned  and  if  so  located  and  constructed  as  to 
minimize  any  detrimental  impact  of  such  uses  upon  the  wetlands. 
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2.  The  undertaking  of  a  use  not  otherwise  permitted  in  the  Wetland 
District,  which  may  include  the  erection  of  a  structure,  dredging,  fiUing, 
draining,  or  otherwise  altering  the  surface  configuration  of  the  land,  if  it 
can  be  shown  that  such  proposed  use  will  not  conflict  with  the  purpose 
and  intentions  of  Section  B  and  if  such  proposed  use  is  otherwise 
permitted  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Proper  evidence  of  this  effect  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the  findings  of  a  review  by  the  Hillsborough  County  Conservation 
District  of  the  environmental  effects  of  such  proposed  use  upon  the 
wetlands  in  question. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  for  Cluster  Open  Space  Development : 

1 .  To  promote  the  conservation  of  the  natural  environment  and  the 
development  of  community  uses  in  harmony  with  the  natural  features  of 
the  land. 

2.  To  provide  a  diversity  of  housing  environments  and  recreational 
and  open  space  uses. 

3.  To  provide  for  an  efficient  use  of  land,  streets,  and  utiUty  systems. 

CLUSTER  OPEN  SPACE  DEVELOPMENT 

A.  GENERAL 

Cluster  Open  Space  Development  may  be  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board  as  a  special  subdivision  of  land  in  accordance  with  the  following 
provisions  and  the  procedures,  specifications,  and  requirements  as 
contained  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield. 

B.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  Cluster  Open  Space  Development  and  to  which 
purpose  any  such  development  must  adhere  is  to  promote  the  conservation 
of  the  natural  environment  and  the  development  of  community  uses  in 
harmony  with  the  natural  features  of  the  land,  to  provide  a  diversity  of 
housing  environments  and  recreational  and  open  space  uses,  and  to  provide 
for  an  efficient  use  of  land,  streets,  and  utility  systems. 

C.  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

1 .  Cluster  Open  Space  Development  shall  be  permitted  in  any  District 
in  which  residential  development  is  permitted  and  shall  be  permitted  on 
tracts  of  land  of  single  or  consolidated  ownership  which  are  of  at  least 
fifteen  (15)  contiguous  acres  in  size. 
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2.  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  permitted  in  any  Cluster 
Open  Space  Development  shall  be  determined  by  dividing  the  minimum 
lots  sizes  of  the  District  in  which  the  Development  is  located  into  the 
Gross  Tract  Area  of  the  Development;  such  Gross  Tract  Areas  may  include 
a  maximum  of  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent  of  wetlands  as  defined  by  the 
National  Co-Operative  Soil  Survey  as  being  poorly  drained  and  very  poorly 
drained  soils. 

3 .  Cluster  Open  Space  Development  shall  not  be  required  to  conform 
to  minimum  frontage,  setback,  and  lot  sizes  required  elsewhere  in  this 
Ordinance  but  shall  be  so  designed  and  constructed  as  to  accommodate 
natural  site  conditions  and  to  minimize  the  effects  of  development  upon 
natural  features  of  the  environment  such  as  topography,  vegetation, 
drainage,  and  soils  types.  The  required  front  setback  shall  be  fifty  (50)  feet 
and  side  and  rear  setbacks  shall  be  twenty  (20)  feet. 

4.  All  streets  and  highways  shall  be  built  to  town  specifications  and 
classified  as  public  ways. 

5 .  At  least  twenty  (20)  per  cent  of  the  non-wetland  portion  of  the 
Gross  Tract  Area  shall  be  set  aside  as  common  open  space  for  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  the  residents  of  the  Development  and  shall  permanently  be 
restricted  for  open  space  recreational  and  conservation  uses. 

6.  The  location,  variety,  accessibility,  and  orientation  to  other  uses  of 
this  common  open  space  shall  be  suitable  to  the  type  of  character  of  the 
proposed  Development. 

7.  Such  common  open  space  shall  be  protected  by  recreational  and 
conservation  easements,  or  shall  be  convenanted,  leased  or  conveyed  to  be 
maintained  as  permanent  open  space,  or  shall  permanently  be  protected  in 
other  suitable  ways  so  as  to  guarantee  the  following: 

a.  the  continued  use  of  such  land  for  the  intended  purposes 

b.  continuity  of  proper  maintenance  for  those  portions  of  the  open 
space  land  requiring  maintenance 

c.  the  availability  of  funds  required  for  such  maintenance 

d.  adequate  insurance  protection 

e.  recovery  for  loss  sustained  by  casualty,  condemnation  or  otherwise 
and 

f.  in  the  case  of  a  homeowners  association  or  other  similar  form  of 
ownership,  that  the  membership  and  obligation  of  the  residents  of  the 
Cluster  Open  Space  Development  be  automatic  upon  the  conveyance  of 
title  or  lease  to  individual  dwelling  units. 
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8.  The  Planning  Board  with  the  developer  must  file  in  the 
Hillsborough  County  Registry  of  Deeds  at  the  time  the  approved  final 
subdivision  map  is  filed,  legal  documents  provided  by  the  appHcant  which 
produce  guarantees  described  and  contained  in  paragraph  7,  and  in 
particular,  will  provide  a  method  for  restricting  the  use  of  Common  Open 
Space  for  the  designated  purposes. 

9.  Structures  located  within  200  feet  of  any  existing  residential 
development  shall  conform  to  the  minimum  lot  size,  frontages  and 
setbacks  existing  therein. 

D.  REVISIONS 

The  Development  shall  conform  to  the  approved  Cluster  Open  Space 
Development  plan.  After  final  approval  the  applicant,  his  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  make  no  alterations,  additions,  or  deletions  to  the  approved 
plan  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  for  town  houses,  attached  dwelUngs,  and 
multiple-family  residences. 

1 .  To  provide  a  diversity  of  housing  opportunities  within  the  town. 

SECTION  3:  TOWN  HOUSES,  ATTACHED  DWELLINGS,  AND 
MULTIPLE-FAMILY  RESIDENCES  -  In  order  to  provide  a  diversity  of 
housing  opportunities  for  people  of  all  ages  v^thin  the  Town,  construction 
of  town  houses,  attached  dwellings,  and  multiple -family  residences  shall  be 
permitted  only  according  to  the  following  provisions: 

1 .  Application  to  construct  an  apartment  complex  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  to  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  contain  the  following 
information: 

a.  Interested  Party  -  the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  and  of  the 
owner  if  not  the  applicant. 

b.  Plot  Plan  -  a  plot  plan  in  six  (6)  copies  at  a  scale  of  not  less  than  1 
inch  equals  100  feet  prepared  by  a  Ucensed  architect  or  engineer  or 
quaUfied  land  planner  and  showing  at  least  the  following:  key  map 
showing  location  of  the  site;  site  boundaries  and  all  abutters;  roads; 
location,  size,  shape  and  identification  number  of  apartment  units; 
location  of  sanitary  and  other  utility  provisions;  and  site  topography  and 
proposed  methods  of  drainage. 
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c.  Proof  -  proof  of  ownership,  option,  or  valid  lease  of  the  premises 
proposed  for  an  apartment  complex. 

2.  Requirements 

a.  Minimum  size  required  for  an  apartment  complex  shall  be  ten  (10) 
acres;  such  gross  tract  area  may  include  a  maximum  of  twenty-five  (25) 
percent  of  wetlands  as  defined  by  the  National  Co-operative  Soil  Survey  as 
being  poorly  and  very  poorly  drained  soils. 

b.  The  maximum  density  shall  be  three  (3)  dwelling  units  per  acre. 
The  density  may  be  increased  to  four  (4)  dwelling  units  per  acre  with 
either  a  central  water  system  or  central  sewage  system. 

c.  The  maximum  number  of  bedrooms  per  dwelling  unit  shall  be  two 
(2). 

d.  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  per  building  shall  be 
twelve  (12). 

e.  The  maximum  height  of  the  units  shall  not  exceed  two  and  a  half 
(IVi)  stories  or  thirty  (30)  feet. 

f.  The  minimum  setback  between  building  units  shall  be  fifty  (50) 
feet. 

g.  The  minimum  setback  from  adjacent  developed  single  family  areas 
shall  be  one  hundred  (100)  feet.  The  minimum  setback  from  undeveloped 
commercial  or  industrial  areas  shall  be  fifty  (50)  feet.  The  minimum  front 
setback  shall  be  one  hundred  (100)  feet.  All  setback  areas  shall  be 
maintained  in  their  natural  state  or  suitably  landscaped. 

h.  All  streets  within  an  apartment  complex  shall  be  a  minimum  thirty 
(30)  foot  cleared  right-of-way  and  paved  according  to  Town  specifications 
as  set  forth  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations,  and  well-drained  and 
maintained  by  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  complex. 

i.  Central  facility  buildings  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  a 
complex  may  be  constructed  within  a  complex  subject  to  the  same  setback 
requirements  pertaining  to  apartments  and  subject  to  all  provisions  of  the 
Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Litchfield. 

j.  The  complex  shall  be  so  located  and  arranged  as  to  insure  adequate 
surface  drainage. 

k.  A  minimum  of  one  and  a  half  (lYi)  paved  offstreet  parking  spaces 
shall  be  provided  for  each  apartment  and  shall  be  located  as  to  provide 
convenient  access  to  each  apartment  unit. 
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1.  Suitable  recreational  facilities  shall  be  designed,  installed  and 
maintained  by  the  owner  of  the  complex. 

3.  Town  Houses,  Attached  Dwellings  and  Multiple -Family  Residences 
are  only  permitted  in  the  following  areas: 

a.  Route  3 A  from  Hilcrest  Road  to  Pinecrest  Road 

b.  Alternate  3 A  from  Hilcrest  Road  to  where  it  joins  Route  3 A  as 
shown  on  the  Master  Plan. 

c.  Route  102 

d.  North-south  Road  between  Page  Road  and  Talent  Road  as 
designated  on  the  Master  Plan. 

The  Planning  Board  shall  have  authority  for  Site  Plan  Review  to 
ensure  adequate  layout  for  roads,  driveways,  parking  areas,  landscaping, 
drainage,  traffic  problems,  fire  and  police  protection. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Amendment  to  the 
Subdivision  Regulation  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board: 

1.  To  delete  the  word  "Drywell"  from  Paragraph  6.0  of  the 
Subdivision  Regulations. 

The  paragraph  now  to  read  as  follows : 

The  minimum  requirement  for  storm  drainage  capacity  will  be  based 
on  the  National  formula  for  a  10  year  storm  frequency.  No  surface  flow 
will  be  allowed  across  streets.  The  maximum  distance  of  overland  flow  will 
be  400  feet  along  streets.  This  requirement  may  be  changed  by  the 
Planning  Board.  location  of  catch  basins,  culverts  will  be  based  on  the 
National  formula  for  10  year  storm  frequency  together  with  existing  or 
modified  land  contours. 

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Subdivision  Regulation  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board: 

1.  To  require  the  subdivider  to  install  fire  hydrants  and  water  mains: 

The  paragraph  to  read  as  follows: 

The  subdivider  shall  install  fire  hydrants  and  water  mains  on  the 
north-south  road,  as  shown  on  the  Master  Plan,  and  all  future  roads  that 
egress  from  it.  Pipe  shall  be  adequate  in  size  to  service  the  area.  The 
Planning  Board  may  authorize  the  subdivider  to  only  install  the  system  if 
the  water  supply  is  of  a  distance  where  it  would  not  be  economical  to  tie 
in. 
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Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Subdivision  Regulation  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board : 

1 .  To  allow  the  town  to  acquire  or  retain  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the 
bond  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years  from  date  of  final  acceptance  to  ensure 
road  construction  and  drainage  performance.

POLICE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

For  the  first  time  Litchfield  has  seen  a  marked  increase  in  burglaries. 
With  the  economic  trend  worsening,  a  more  serious  situation  is  expected. 
In  two  cases,  especially,  where  homes  have  been  ransacked  room  by  room, 
money  was  the  only  thing  taken.  Both  of  these  homes  had  all  occupants 
working  and  were  burglarized  during  the  day.  Entry  was  gained  by 
windows  and  out  of  sight  of  neighbors,  being  approached  from  the  rear  of 
the  building.  Several  hours  were  spent  by  the  burglars,  systematically  going 
from  room  to  room  in  their  search.  We  have  used  not  only  our  men,  but 
some  of  the  best  fingerprint  men  of  the  State  Police  to  assist  us,  with 
negative  results  causing  us  to  believe  that  either  cloth  or  rubber  gloves  are 
being  used. 

We  would  suggest  that  little  or  no  money  be  left  in  your  homes.  That 
jewelry  and  small  items  of  value  be  kept  in  a  good  strong  box  or  safe. 
Items  with  serial  numbers  be  Hsted  and  guns  be  under  lock  and  key. 
Another  increase  is  noted  with  the  large  number  of  vehicles  being  siphoned 
of  gas,  usually  parked  right  in  dooryards.  There  are  several  devices  that  can 
be  installed  in  the  fill  pipe,  that  are  economical  and  effective. 
Neighborhood  cooperation  can  assist  in  lessening  these  occurrences.  Today 
most  of  these  acts  are  committed  so  openly  that  many  people  do  not 
realize  what  is  happening.  We  have  checked  many  homes  this  year  and  are 
glad  to  do  so  if  you  will  notify  us  before  leaving. 

For  the  first  time  we  were  able  to  prosecute  a  person  for  abandoning  a 
dog  in  Litchfield,  this  was  due  to  the  alertness  of  one  of  our  citizens.  Also, 
our  men  arrested  two  persons  who  had  gone  into  one  of  our  cemeteries  at 
Memorial  time  and  filled  their  car  with  flowers  from  family  lots. 

This  past  year  saw  the  appointment  of  George  St.  Germain  to  the 
position  of  Dog  Officer.  In  the  short  time  on  the  job  he  has  made  many 
investigations  and  his  long  acquaintance  and  handUng  of  dogs  will  certainly 
be  an  asset  to  his  job.  If  you  have  a  dog  problem  contact  George  S. 
Germain  at  424-5851. 

In  closing  may  I  urge  you  to  help  us  protect  you  and  your  property. 
Make  your  property  secure  when  leaving.  Report  suspicious  persons  or 
circumstances  to  us.  Ask  your  neighbors  to  watch  your  property,  and  do 
the  same  for  them.  Don't  trust  memory  in  regard  to  registration  numbers, 
jot  them  down.  Thank  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  CHIEF 


The  Fire  Department  members  wish  to  thank  the  former  Fire  Chief, 
Lawrence  Olson,  Sr.  for  the  productive  3^/4  years  service  provided  to  the 
department  and  the  town  as  Fire  Chief.  Mr.  Olson  has  acquired  the 
Electron  System,  increased  membership  and  worked  very  hard  in  obtaining 
the  new  fire  truck.  Also,  we  thank  Arthur  Lynch  for  being  one  of  the 
originators  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  service  he  performed  as 
secretary  and  Assistant  Chief. 

As  your  acting  Fire  Chief,  I  wish  to  give  recognition  to  our 
membership  of  18  men  that  have  performed  as  a  volunteer  firefighting 
service  to  the  town.  These  men  have  volunteered  over  1000  hours  of  their 
time  in  training  sessions  at  no  cost  to  the  community.  Participating 
through  State  approved  Fire  Training  programs. 

The  Department  now  carries  3600  gallons  of  water  to  any  fire 
location,  by  the  time  this  report  is  printed  the  department  will  acquire  a 
new  Forestry  truck  on  loan  from  the  State  Forestry  Department,  along 
with  the  new  town  Fire  Truck  which  will  then  increase  our  water  capacity 
to  approximately  6600  gallons.  We  also  have  an  agreement  with 
Londonderry  and  Hudson  for  mutual  aid  assistance.  We  executed  that 
assistance  in  response  to  the  Alvirne  High  School  Fire. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  the  support  and  cooperative 
relationship  they  have  given  the  department. 

Only  through  the  recognition  and  financial  backing  of  the 
townspeople  have  we  been  able  to  up-grade  your  Fire  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

With  the  end  of  another  year,  the  Litchfield  Conservation  Commission 
feels  that  much  has  been  accomphshed,  though  many  areas  of  concern 
have  yet  to  be  dealt  with.  Every  successful  venture  seems  to  unearth  new 
challenges,  challenges  that  demand  the  participation  and  concurrence  of 
other  town  officials;  which,  it  can  be  said,  has  been  most  gratifying. 

A  case  in  point  would  be  the  development  of  recreational  lands.  In  the 
past,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been  saddled  exclusively  with  the 
responsibility  of  acquiring  matching  funds  from  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation  which  is  a  federal  agency.  Now  that  the  Corning  Memorial  Park 
is  a  reality  and  the  Recreation  Commission  has  installed  a  baseball 
backstop,  it  is  hoped  that  the  two  commissions  will  work  more  closely  on 
future  projects. 

Both  commissions  were  involved  in  discussions  relative  to  the 
conservational  and  recreational  aspects  of  the  two  house  lots  on  Page  Road 
that  Mr.  William  Rodonis  had  generously  offered  to  the  town.  This  type  of 
interaction  ultimately  led  to  the  acceptance  of  these  two  lots  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Such  cooperation  is  also  enjoyed  with  the  Building  Inspector  and  the 
Planning  Board.  The  stand  taken  by  the  Conservation  Commission  on  the 
King  George's  Estate  issue  was  substantially  upheld  by  both  offices, 
despite  the  arbitrary  decision  of  the  Special  Board  in  Concord.  This 
Special  Board  would  allow  construction  of  homes  in  this  subdivision 
without  guarantees  that  an  interceptor  ditch,  as  proposed,  would  in  fact 
remove  surface  water  from  the  house  lots.  At  a  public  hearing  held  in  late 
March,  the  Conservation  Commission  was  unable  to  elicit  from  the 
developer,  Arcadian  Homes,  assurances  that  such  water  would  be 
eliminated  and  that  the  banks  of  the  ditch  would  not  erode  and  cause 
future  liabilities  to  the  town.  Finally,  however,  during  the  summer  a 
compromise  was  reached  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
developer. 

A  word  about  dredge  and  fill  applications.  As  of  August  26,  1973,  the 
State  has  given  the  local  Conservation  Commissions  the  power  to 
"investigate  and/or  hold  local  hearings"  to  determine  the  degree  of 
environmental  alteration  caused  by  dredge  and  fill  operations. 
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Every  city  or  town  has  its  wet-lands.  To  say  that  Litchfield  has  its 
share  would  be  an  understatement!  Local  hearings  are  held  not  to  arrive  at 
a  concession  by  either  the  commission  or  by  the  developer,  but  rather  to 
give  residents  the  opportunity  to  become  aware  of  the  problems  and 
hopefully  to  voice  their  feelings  on  the  subject.  In  such  a  way,  responsible 
citizens  can  help  shape  some  of  the  policies  that  will  determine  how  well 
Litchfield  meets  the  environmental  issues  at  stake. 

Through  the  persistent  efforts  of  Mr.  Stuart  Steele  while  on  the 
Commission  and  after  his  resignation,  due  to  personal  reasons,  the 
Commission  has  acquired  a  mylar  overlay  of  the  town  as  described  by 
geodetic  survey  maps.  The  overlay  measures  42  inches  wide  and  90  inches 
long.  Mr.  Steele  has  generously  donated  three  reprints  from  the  mylar 
which  the  town  has  purchased. 

On  the  negative  side  of  the  ledger,  the  Commission  has  lost  the  active 
services  of  one  of  its  most  dedicated  members,  Mr.  Perley  D.  Colby.  Mr. 
Colby  was  forced  to  resign  due  to  severe  illness.  He  was  associated  with  the 
Commission  since  it  first  began  in  1968  and  was  its  first  chairman. 

Always  first  and  foremost  on  the  Conservation  agenda  is  the  problem 
of  how  to  protect  our  natural  resources  without  undue  economical  stress. 
It  might  be  added  that  conservation  measures  when  first  proposed  always 
seem  to  be  too  expensive.  However,  in  those  areas  where  they  have  been 
implemented;  these  measures  have,  as  a  rule,  and  in  the  long  run  proven 
themselves  not  only  to  be  ecologically  beneficial,  but  also  economically 
feasible. 

In  what  it  hopes  will  be  the  first  in  a  long  Hst  of  success  stories 
concerning  the  protection  of  natural  resources,  the  Litchfield  Conservation 
Commission  affirms  with  great  pride  and  gratitude  the  lease  arrangement 
finalized  with  Dr.  Lewis  C.  Goffe.  Under  the  agreement,  a  well  defined 
portion  of  the  Goffe  Estate  on  Route  3 A  has  become  a  wildUfe  sanctuary. 
No  taking  of  game  will  be  allowed.  A  no  tresspassing  rule  will  be  strongly 
enforced  by  the  town  except  in  cases  where  the  owner  has  given  explicit 
approval.  The  object  of  the  lease  is  to  promote  the  breeding  and 
propagation  of  many  species  of  wildlife  for  which  this  terrain  ideally  lends 
itself. 

As  we  begin  another  year,  the  Conservation  Commission  looks  toward 
continued  success  and  the  support  of  town  residents.  One  must  assume 
that  the  majority  of  residents  hve  here  by  choice  and  not  by  chance  and 
have  come  to  cherish  the  environment.  As  our  town  continues  to  grow,  we 
can  still  protect  a  measure  of  our  natural  environment. 
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As  the  noted  landscape  architect,  Ian  L.  McHarg,  has  stated:  "Clearly 
the  problem  of  man  and  nature  is  not  one  of  providing  a  decorative 
background  for  the  human  play,  or  even  ameliorating  the  grim  city:  it  is 
the  necessity  of  sustaining  nature  as  source  of  Ufe,  milieu,  teacher, 
sanctum,  challenge  and  most  of  all  of  re-discovering  nature's  corollary  of 
the  unknown  in  the  self,  the  source  of  meaning."

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Recreation  Committee  lias  scheduled  the  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  as  their  regular  meeting  day.  Meetings  are  held  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the 
Conference  Room  at  the  Town  Hall. 

This  past  year,  with  the  guidance  of  the  Committee,  the  Senior 
Citizens  of  the  town  have  formed  their  own  organization.  They  meet  on  a 
regular  basis  and  are  eligible  to  participate  in  regional  activities  through  the 
Nashua  Senior  Citizens  Group. 

The  Annual  Field  Day  was  again  held  this  year  with  the  usual 
enthusiastic  participation  of  the  townspeople.  The  turnout  this  year  was 
the  best  since  the  event  was  originated. 

The  Halloween  Party  was  a  great  success  and  many  youngsters  had  a 
great  time  playing  the  traditional  games. 

A  Thanksgiving  Dance  was  held  for  seventh  and  eighth  graders. 
Refreshments  were  sold  by  the  eighth  graders  to  raise  money  for  their  class 
outing. 

An  area  near  the  school  has  been  developed  into  a  skating  rink.  Next 
year  it  is  hoped  that  similar  rinks  can  be  constructed  in  other  parts  of 
town. 

Development  of  the  North  End  Recreation  Park  made  more  progress 
this  year.  A  back  stop  was  erected  and  playground  equipment  has  been 
ordered  and  will  be  installed  this  Spring.  The  equipment  comprises  of  a 
nine-seat  swing  set  and  a  27  foot  diameter  Jungle  Gym  geodesic  structure. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  consult  with  State  Recreation  officials  to 
evaluate  potential  recreational  areas  throughout  the  town.  In  particular, 
the  South  End  of  the  town  will  be  studied  to  determine  the  best  location 
for  a  Recreation  Park. 

Assistance  will  also  be  sought  to  help  us  determine  what  Federal 
grants  are  available  to  help  the  town  of  Litchfield  in  further  developing  its 
recreational  facilities. 

Among  the  future  programs  to  be  developed  are  increased  activities 
for  the  girls  of  the  town.  It  is  hoped  that  a  girl's  softball  team  can  be 
organized  with  the  ball  park  in  the  North  End  Recreation  Park  to  be  used 
for  their  games. 

Also,  other  items  of  discussion  for  future  development  are  a  public 
swimming  pool,  tennis  courts  and  bicycle  trails.

The  Merrimack  Valley  Home  Health  Care  Association  through  it's 
disease  prevention,  disease  intervention  and  care  of  the  sick  programs 
completed  1974  feeling  that  it  was  highly  satisfactory  in  almost  every 
respect. 

164  skilled  nursing  visits,  1  social  service  visit  and  1991^  hours  of 
Homemaker/Home  Health  aide  service  were  provided  in  Litchfield. 

A  social  service  worker  was  employed  late  in  the  year  to  cope  with  the 
increasing  demand  for  financial  and  social  help  indicated  by  famiUes 
caught  in  the  spiraling  economic  crunch. 

Holding  the  line  on  costs  was  and  is  one  of  our  priorities  which  was 
achieved.  Our  cost  audits  show  that  no  increases  in  town  funding  levels  are 
indicated  if  we  can  continue  to  generate  income  from  our  other  sources; 
Title  IV  A,  Medicare,  Medicaid,  private  insurances.  The  Nashua  United 
Fund,  Public  Employment  Program  and  payment  by  patients  on  a  sliding 
scale  fee  assessment. 


Our  staff  grew  to  sixteen  in  number;  an  Executive  Director,  two  full 
time  nurses,  two  part-time  nurses,  six  HomeMaker/Home  Health  aides,  a 
physical  therapist,  an  occupational  therapist,  a  social  service  worker,  a 
bookkeeper  and  a  secretary. 

Our  Board  of  Directors  became  a  very  active  group  with  committees 
working  diligently  on  all  aspects  of  agency  progress.  Board  members  from 
Litchfield  for  1975  are:  Mrs.  Raymond  Moore,  and  Mrs.  Eugene  Pelky. 

We  welcome  volunteer  help,  requests  for  information  on  health  or  our 
services  and  suggestions  on  how  we  may  serve  you,  the  community,  better. 
If  you  have  a  problem  or  know  of  someone  who  does  we  are  available 
through  a  phone  call  to  our  office  for  consultation  and  care.

DOG  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

In  June  of  1974,  I  was  appointed  dog  officer  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

A  total  of  81  dog  complaints  were  handled  between  June  and 
December  1974.

If  we  take  better  care  of  our  pets,  perhaps  many  of  the  dog  problems 
and  expenses  involved  can  be  reduced.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Due  to  the  financial  conditions  of  the  past  year,  Litchfield's  growth 
did  not  materialize  as  expected;  but  the  Planning  Board  has  approved 
subdivisions  that  would  double  the  towns'  population. 

The  Planning  Board  has  plans  for  a  north-south  road  from  Cutler 
Road  to  Pinecrest  and  it  will  eventually  join  Route  3A  at  the  north  end  by 
the  general  store.  The  cost  of  this  road  will  be  borne  by  the  subdividers 
and  no  cost  to  the  town.  This  road  will  be  a  collector  road  for  the 
anticipated  traffic  from  the  new  subdivisions. 

We  are  again  requesting  your  support  and  votes  to  the  new  zoning 
laws  and  amendments  so  we  may  control  the  building  of  houses  on  wet 
lands;  the  location  of  apartments  and  for  better  land  use  "cluster 
developments".  The  new  National  Electric  Code  is  also  for  your 
protection. 

The  Planning  Board  encounters  these  problems  on  a  day-to-day  basis 
and  once  a  year  we  request  your  support  for  new  laws  or  amendments 
only  for  the  better  control  of  housing  developments,  streets  and  fire 
protection,  and  proper  septic  conditions  to  protect  the  town  and  your 
neighbors.  We  ask  your  support.

Two  new  housing  developments  were  built  and  several  others  are  in 
the  planning  stage  at  this  time.  Our  population  has  grown  to  2,061  from 
1,976  in  1973. 

The  town  hall  renovations  were  completed  and  we  took  occupancy  of 
the  building  in  April  1974.  This  marks  the  first  time  that  all  of  our  town 
officials  have  been  housed  under  one  roof.  This  should  better  our 
community. 

The  renovations  on  the  Litchfield  Community  Church  were 
completed  with  the  able  assistance  of  many  of  the  congregation. 

The  Corning  Road  Park  is  almost  completed  and  playground 
equipment  will  be  installed  in  the  spring.  The  town  has  acquired  several 
other  lots  for  recreational  purposes  through  the  generosity  of  the 
developers  in  those  areas. 

1974  was  a  difficult  year  with  many  problems  facing  the  town 
officials.  We  have  been  able  to  deal  with,  and  to  resolve  most  of  them  and 
we  thank  those  who  helped  us  for  their  assistance  and  support. 

We  again  ask  you,  the  residents  of  Litchfield,  to  get  involved.  The 
turnout  at  meetings  and  public  hearings  continues  to  be  very  poor.  Please 
remember  that  what  happens  in  our  town  affects  us  aU  and  you  have  a 
voice  in  how  our  community  is  to  be  run.

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TOWN  HALL  fflSTORY 


Litchfield's  Town  Hall  was  built  124  years  ago  in  1851.  It  replaced 
the  Old  Meeting  House  which  had  served  the  town  as  a  church  and 
assembly  hall  since  its  construction  by  "public  raise"  in  1737. 


According  to  history  handed  down  from  one  generation  to  the  next, 
timbers  and  the  front  doors  of  the  Old  Meeting  House  were  used  in 
building  the  Town  Hall.  Nojother  trace  remains  of  the  Old  Meeting  House. 


The  citizens  held  a  Valentine's  Day  Ball  in  1 85 1  to  dedicate  their  new 
Town  Hall.  Another  dedication  dance  on  Christmas  night,  1878,  marked 
the  end  of  a  Town  Hall  renovation  program. 


An  expanding  population  rendered  the  Town  Hall  too  small  for 
annual  town  meetings  and  most  socials.  The  voters  last  assembled  in  the 
building  for  a  town  meeting  in  1967. 


After  pondering  the  future  of  their  infrequently  used  Town  Hall  for 
several  years,  the  voters  in  1973  accepted  one  of  the  alternatives 
recommended  by  a  citizens'  study  committee.  They  appropriated  up  to 
$61,000  to  construct  a  basement  some  50  feet  northerly  and  easterly  of 
the  Town  Hall;  to  move  the  Town  Hall  onto  the  basement;  and  to  divide 
the  building's  interior  into  modern  offices.  In  1974,  the  voters 
appropriated  additional  funds  to  furnish  the  building  and  to  pave  the 
Town  Hall-Fire  House  parking  lot. 


The  study  committee  served  as  the  building  committee.  Leon  C. 
Calawa,  Jr.  was  chairman.  Members  included  Roland  E.  Bergeron,  Grace  C. 
Briggs,  Howard  W.  Parker,  Paul  M.  Nicholas,  Philip  M.  Reed  and  Richard  J. 
Sims.  Also  on  the  study  committee  was  Vernon  E.  Kendall. 


Architect  Norris  Corey  of  Manchester  prepared  the  renovation  plans. 
Henry  E.  Bourbeau,  Inc.,  also  of  Manchester,  was  general  contractor.

Should  this  arrangement  prove  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  your  Board, 
steps  should  be  taken  to  petition  the  1975  School  District  Meeting  for 
rescission  of  the  previous  vote  of  the  District  requesting  such  an  audit  by 
this  Division,  and  to  choose  local  auditors  in  accordance  with  the 
provisionsofRSA  197:14. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  foregoing  statute  implies  that  the  auditors 
shall  be  local  residents.  Thus,  an  examination  by  professional  accountants 
may  not  be  authorized  unless  the  accountants  chosen  for  the  task  are 
residents  of  the  District.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and 
Citizens  of  Litchfield: 

The  following  paragraphs  constitute  my  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

One  of  the  most  significant  activities  to  effect  the  Litchfield  School 
District  during  the  past  year  was  the  search  for  a  new  principal.  With  the 
loss  of  Mr.  Hassey  to  the  Merrimack  Education  Center  in  Chelmsford, 
Massachusetts,  in  April  of  last  year,  an  intensive  search  was  initiated  for  a 
replacement.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Richard 
Donegan  to  direct  the  program  at  Griffin  Memorial.  Mr.  Donegan  came  to 
us  from  Keene  State  College  where  he  was  a  supervisor  of  student 
teaching.  Prior  to  that  time  he  taught  at  both  the  elementary  and 
secondary  level.  Mr.  Donegan  has  also  spent  some  time  observing  the 
British  Infant  Schools  in  England  where  the  individualized  approach  to 
instruction  was  first  conceived. 

During  the  past  year  we  engaged  a  team  headed  up  by  Mr.  Richard 
Green  of  Project  Solve  to  evaluate  the  program  at  Griffin  Memorial  and 
assess  the  progress  of  our  individualized  program.  Specifically  the 
evaluation  was  intended  to  determine  how  Griffin  Memorial  stood  on  a 
given  continuum  of  program  descriptors  for  schools  with  an  individualized 
program  and  how  it  compared  with  the  stated  goals  as  identified  by  the 
instructional  staff.  To  oversimplify  the  results  of  the  evaluation,  it  was 
determined  that  the  staff  had  identified  the  goals  and  characteristics  of  a 
good  individualized  program  but  was  in  the  early  stages  of  development.  It 
is  our  intention  during  the  coming  year  to  implement  many  of  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  evaluation  team. 

Griffin  Memorial  is  in  its  second  year  of  involvement  in  Project  Share, 
a  federally  funded  project  through  Title  III  of  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965.  This  project  is  designed  to  expose  the 
staff  to  the  techniques  and  methodology  of  individualized  guided 
education.  Through  this  project  the  staff  has  the  opportunity  to  mix  with 
the  personnel  of  11  other  schools  in  the  same  project  who  are  striving 
towards  similar  goals.  They  also  have  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 
workshops  and  seminars  financed  and  administered  by  Project  Share  to 
help  participating  schools  tailor-make  their  programs  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual  students.  We  are  pleased  to  have  been  selected  to  participate  in 
this  continuing  project. 

In  all  other  respects  the  morning  of  September  8,  1974,  was  one  of 
those  very  pleasant  early  fall  days  that  make  it  one  of  the  most  pleasant 
seasons  of  the  year.  To  the  residents  of  Hudson  and  Litchfield  it  was  a  day 
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never  to  be  forgotten  as  these  communities  and  indeed  the  entire  state 
awoke  to  find  picturesque  Alvirne  High  School  engulfed  in  flames.  Before 
that  day  was  over  the  school  was  80%  destroyed  by  the  most  devastating 
school  fire  in  the  history  of  the  state. 

The  residents  of  Litchfield  who  had  students  in  Alvirne  High  School 
responded  in  a  most  exemplary  fashion.  In  fact  the  immediate  and 
overwhelming  response  from  parents,  students,  faculty,  citizens  and 
neighboring  communities  made  a  most  rapid  recovery  possible.  This 
recovery  was  manifest  in  the  fact  that  all  students  were  back  in  class 
within  nine  school  days  minimizing  the  effect  on  the  overall  educational 
process.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  personally  express  my 
appreciation  to  Litchfield  parents  and  students  alike  who  assisted  through 
this  most  difficult  period. 

One  of  the  most  important  events  to  directly  effect  the  Litchfield 
School  District  during  the  current  year  has  been  the  reorganization  of 
Supervisory  Union  No.  27  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  at  their 
September  18th  meeting.  The  following  action  is  recorded  in  the  minutes 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education: 

VOTE:  The  State  Board  of  Education  approves  the  formation  of  two 
unions  in  the  reorganization  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  27  as 
presented  by  the  letter  of  Newell  J.  Paire,  Commissioner  of 
Education  dated  September  9,  1974  with  supporting  documents. 
It  was  a  vote  without  dissent. 
VOTE:  The  Board  approves  the  designation  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  28 
(Pelham-Windham)  effective  July  1,  1975. 

As  a  result  of  this  action  the  old  Supervisory  Union  (Hudson, 
Litchfield,  Pelham,  and  Windham)  has  been  divided  into  two  Unions 
effective  July  1st,  1975.  It  is  hoped  that  this  change  will  permit  an 
improved  degree  of  service  to  all  Districts  concerned. 

As  costs  continue  to  rise  at  an  unprecedented  rate,  we  have  strived  to 
operate  in  the  most  efficient  and  economical  fashion  possible.  Concurrent 
with  increased  costs,  we  have  experienced  serious  shortages  in  services  and 
commodities  considered  necessary  for  the  operation  of  our  schools.  We 
can  only  ask  for  the  continued  cooperation  of  students,  faculty  and 
parents  as  we  adopt  those  emergency  measures  necessary  to  meet  these 
critical  shortages. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Donegan  and 

the  entire  school  staff  for  their  unfailing  cooperation  and  finally  the 

citizens  of  Litchfield  for  their  commitment  to  excellence  in  the  total 

educational  program.

Dear  Mr.  DoUoff: 

The  following  remarks  constitute  my  annual  report  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  for  Secondary  Education.  At  the  secondary  level,  the  most 
significant  happening  during  the  74-75  school  year  was  the  disastrous  fire 
at  Alvirne,  which  displaced  the  entire  student  body  in  grades  9-12. 
Although  many  people  viewed  the  holocaust  as  only  affecting  students  in 
Hudson,  it  also  displaced  the  100+  high  school  students  from  the 
Litchfield  School  District. 

As  one  possibility  we  contacted  the  Manchester  School  System  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  transferring  the  Litchfield  students  to 
Manchester.  However,  after  exploring  this  option  it  was  eUminated  as  a 
practical  situation,  as  the  Manchester  curriculum  structure  is  somewhat 
incompatible  with  Alvirne  quarter-master  plan. 

After  investigating  the  various  alternatives  for  housing  students  from 
Hudson-Litchfield,  it  was  determined  that  double  sessions  at  Memorial 
School  would  be  the  least  disruptive  to  the  students  and  programs  at  both 
institutions.  Thus  we  were  able  to  reassemble  all  student  schedules, 
effectuate  a  furniture  and  materials  move  of  all  4th  and  5th  grades  and 
transfer  the  salvaged  materials  from  the  high  school  with  a  loss  of  only 
eight  school  days.  Much  of  the  success  for  this  operation  must  be 
contributed  to  the  many  volunteers  from  Hudson,  the  teaching  staff,  the 
surrounding  districts,  and  the  cooperation  of  the  student  body  from  both 
districts.  We  thank  all  people  who  actively  participated  in  this  effort;  for 
without  their  support  and  understanding  the  smooth  transition  could  have 
been  less  successful. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Litchfield  School  District  voted  to  add  the 
services  of  a  part-time  Art  instructor  and  a  part-time  Music  instructor  for 
the  present  school  year.  At  this  writing,  the  programs  established  in  both 
areas   appear   to  be  progressing  in  an  acceptable   fashion.  The  Music 
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instructor  has  begun  a  volunteer  chorus  composed  of  approximately  30 
students,  has  all  2nd  and  3rd  graders  involved  with  the  flutophone,  has 
more  than  20  youngsters  taking  guitar  lessons,  has  another  20  students 
involved  with  other  instruments,  and  each  class  has  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  general  music  at  least  once  per  week. 

In  the  Art  area,  students  are  being  exposed  to  the  various  media  to 
develop  their  individual  talents  and  to  provide  the  basic  skills  necessary  for 
entering  the  more  technical  courses  at  the  secondary  levels. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  I  commented  briefly  on  the  progress  of  staff 
development.  The  master  plan  was  approved  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  in  June  of  1974  and  will  be  operable  until  1978.  Under  this 
format,  the  teaching  staff  will  have  the  flexibility  to  pursue  a  wide  variety 
of  activities  in  renewing  their  teaching  credentials;  but  more  importantly 
to  the  students  and  townspeople  of  Litchfield,  these  activities  will  provide 
a  wider  base  for  the  teachers  to  grow  professionally  and  to  transfer  these 
educational  experiences  into  classroom  experiences  for  youngsters. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  and  the  townspeople  for 
their  continued  support  and  confidence.

Curriculum  implementation  and  assessment  along  with  the  LG.E. 
Program  is  being  continued  this  year  at  Griffin  Memorial  School  under  the 
leadership  of  a  new  administrator.  Individualized  instruction,  gearing 
materials  to  the  needs  of  students  is  continuing  and  the  process  by  which 
students  learn  is  being  constantly  assessed.  The  environment  in  which 
students  learn  should  be  one  that  is  comfortable  and  interesting  to  the 
student.  The  teachers  and  administration  are  very  confident  that  strides 
are  being  made  in  this  direction. 

The  Title  I  Learning  Disabilities  Program  in  conjunction  with  Hudson 
is  continuing  in  its  third  year.  Although  there  has  been  a  change  in  tutor, 
the  program  has  been  progressing  as  expected.  Staffings  which  include  the 
Learing  Disabilities  Coordinator  along  with  a  psychologist  and  other  staff 
members  and  parents  scheduled  on  a  regular  basis  are  proving  to  be  very 
fruitful. 

During  the  current  year,  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  add  or  replace 
4  elementary  teachers  and  1  Principal.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the 
personnel:

DearMr.Dolloff: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  the  plan  for  individuaUzing  the 
program  here  at  Griffin  Memorial  School  is  moving  along  well.  This  is  the 
second  full  year  that  we  (my  predecessor,  Mr.  Hassey,  and  myself  from 
July  1,  1974)  have  been  a  part  of  a  major  federally  funded  program: 
Project  SHARE.  Project  SHARE  is  a  program  geared  to  the  philosophy  of 
IGE,  Individually  Guided  Education.  There  are  now  eighteen  area  schools 
involved  in  this  undertaking. 

As  part  of  our  in-service  training  this  year,  in  correlation  with  the 
Project  SHARE  outcomes,  we  are  involved  in  a  Rescheduled  School  Day. 
By  restructuring  learning  time  we  have  early  dismissal  of  students 
bi-monthly,  so  that  teachers  may  be  involved  in  improving  the  curriculum 
and  teaching  methods. 

As  a  result  of  Rescheduled  Time  we  have  adopted  The  Wisconsin 
Design  Word  Attack  and  Study  Skill  Programs.  These  are  continuous 
progress  programs  with  sequential  skills  and  management  record-keeping 
systems.  We  are  also  looking  at  the  McBee  Math  Program  which  has  a 
similar  skills  sequence. 

As  far  as  total  individualization  of  Griffin  Memorial,  we  are  not  where 
we  would  like  to  be  yet,  but  we're  making  great  strides.  An  area  of  marked 
improvement  has  been  the  Learning  Disabilities  program  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mr.  Richard  Withee  and  our  new  L.D.  Aide,  Mrs.  Pat  Hayes, 
who  replaced  Mrs.  Anne  Ericson.  As  part  of  the  total  integration  of  skills 
and  an  inter-disciplinary  approach,  we  have  added  a  half-time  Music 
Coordinator  in  Mrs.  Cheryl  O'Toole  and  Mrs.  Linda  RiboHni  as  half-time 
Art  Specialist.  I  am  very  proud  of  the  success  of  these  two  programs. 
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Our  new  staff  members  this  year  are  Mrs.  Margaret  Parent  with  the 
Intermediate  Team;  Miss  Paula  Porter,  Speech  Therapist;  Mrs.  Betty 
Collishaw,  Librarian  and  Mrs.  Theresa  Pinard,  Cafeteria  Director. 


This  year  also  saw  Parent  and  Student  Handbooks  go  out  to  all 
parents  and  students.  Without  the  excellent  help  of  Miss  Karen  Desjardins, 
Summer  Secretary,  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  me  to  disseminate 
the  new  Parent,  Student  and  Staff  Handbooks. 


Parent  involvement  in  our  school  and  extra-curricular  programs  has 
continued  to  improve  -  98%  of  all  parents  attended  Parent  Conferences. 
Our  Parent-volunteer  program  has  continued  to  grow.  One  of  the  most 
important  contributing  factors  has  been  the  Parent  Advisory  Council 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  Frances  Martineau.  Thanks  is  also  due 
Mrs.  Shirley  Reed  for  the  liaison  with  the  State-wide  organization. 


Many  thanks  must  be  expressed  to  various  staff  members  who  have 
made  my  first  six  months  most  enjoyable ;  these  include  the  secretary,  Mrs. 
Mary  Frye;  Team  Leaders  Mrs.  Deborah  Hunt,  Primary  Team;  Miss  Martha 
McNaught,  Intermediate  Team;  Mr.  Paul  Malsbenden,  Junior  High  Team 
and  Assistant  Principal;  Miss  Corinne  DiRusso,  Learning  Center  Team;  our
